over a'wood fire until they assume * 
deep brown color, when the further 
drying is accomplished by the sun. 
Occasionally the buds are scalded ben 
fore being dried. If bright sunny days 
prevail artificial heat may be dispensed 
with and the buds sun-dried from first 
to last 
The crop loses about 60 per 


cent In drying.
